The States. 

The defalcations of Isaac V. Fowler, Post- 
master of New York, are reported to be 
S155,000. George Law and G. A. Conover 
are his bondsmen to tho amount of only 
STGjjOPP, pnd it is said they cannot be held 
for this amount, as the deficit commenced 
before they became responsible. Fowler 
disappeared on Saturday, and has not .since 
been heard of, though Marshal Kynders has 
a writ for his arrest. It is said that the 
money has been loaned to political friends, 
and that the e.xpo8ure is now made for po- 
litical effect. The Treasury Solicitor visited 
New York, and with the U. S. District At- 
torney, commenced proceedings against the 
bondsmen. Since the conitnencement of 
the investigation, other deliciencies have 
been discovered. The appointment was 
tendered J. F. Butterworih, but declined. 
John A. I)i.< was then ai)poiiitcd, and the 
appointment confirmed by the Senate.

Decimal Curriancy. 

AmotiR Iffe improvements of the age may 
be ranked a duoimal currency. Canada, 
,Nova Scotia, Prince Edward's Island, and 
we believe New Brunswick, have adopted 
-it.--. Not merely the great advantages either 
in educaling children, or in savini; time and 
labprin coutitins money or in keeping ac- 
couii'is^ hiivB urged il.i importance on ih« 
eastern provini-e.s. Tile intimate L'onimercial 
reliilioiis exi.siing betueen them anil tlie 
Unileii Slatfs, have aided materially inlay- 
ing aside the fractional complications of 
British currency for the decimal system. 
The Stales beinii a iiriiicipai markiM fcr llie ir 
e.V|iurl.s as well as impoitf, after hiiyiny or 
selli' g there, every iina ici;il transaction had 
to be iranslaled into pound.-*, shillings and 
pence, before a bill of exchange could be 
drawn, or the American oommodity sold. 
Its manifest superiority over ttie old system, 
and the advantage resulting from an assimi- 
lation of the inler-colomnl currency to that 
of theirpowerful neighbor, has coiiseqiienlly 
rendered ii 'he law of the land. Happily 
for us, though similarly oii^cumslanced, — 
except, perhaps, drawnig a gioaier propor- 
tion ut our supplies fronri the United Stales 
than any other N'orili Amerli;an province, ni 
proportion to the surn total of our imports, 
we iiave adopted, by common consent, a 
decimal currency. The iinniigralion in 
1858 Ircm the Slales, settled forever thai the 
dollar should be the unit of tliese provinces, 
and not the pnund. Were many other pro- 
gressive prnieiples lo become a, part and 
parcel of out laws and customs, with a com- 
mon consent, it would be matter of congra- 
tulation. But even a decimal currency here 
has only been sanctioned and adopted by the 
trade 'and 'commerce of the*'oountry. No 
statutory enactnient' has repeaJetf the Impe- 
rial currenoy,'nor made it inuumbent on the 
departments of. the Government to do busi- 
ness only in dollars and cents. Several bills 
were before the defunct As.seinbly with that 
object; but they were either withdrawn or 
.strangled in the Council, for fear of encroach- 
ing on the prerogative of ihe Crown. Another 
bill is now before the A.ss. nilily, lo regulate 
the qurrency. Its irnperfeei oiis, however, 
aro «o numerous, that it amounts lo nolhin;j;- 
What we want is a statute adopting a deci- 
mal cuiruncy, causing our courts and all the 
luiblic departments to do business in dollars 
and cents. 

The bill now under discussion is a re- 
hash of the first Canadian act, before ths 
decimal currency was adopted there as the 
only mode of keeping piiblic accounts. 
. Our home aniJ priiibipal foreign trade being 
done in a decimal currency, to which no 
one objects, whilst everyboily oppo.ses the 
pence table, it causeB great inconvenience 
in appealing Im our Couils to be compelled 
lo alter the cutninou and accepted currency 
for one not in popular use. Accounts are 
sued hy the pence table; the costs arc taxed 
bv the pence table; and paiil over to tiie 
liliuant by the p> ncc lablc. In tran.'-actin- 
business in other dcjiarlmeiits, alike incon- 
venience occurs ; so the sooner the evil is 
remedied the belter.

S,(n Vr,tn- 
cifoo as a return tor our gold e.vports, in the 
currency of the United Stales, it is very 
desirable that the weight and fineness of 
the American Gold Eagle be made our 
standard as well as a legal tender. And 
fiom that standard, the value of other for- 
eign and British coin should be propor- 
tioned. Suoh a course might be rubbing 
against ihe grain of some ; but it appears in 
our hituation to be the only practical 
course, and what is praotioal deserves to bo

A "TAik '' WITH THE Indians. — A large 
niim'~er of the Simpsean, Hyter and Tongns 
braves waited upon Governor Douglas yes- 
terday afternoon, at the (Government Ilnuso. 
Tho Rev. Mr. Duncan, a missionary from 
the Simpsean country, acted as interpreter. 
The Governor tolil them the measles would 
.soon be nmoiig them, if they diiJ not leave, 
and cau.^e many to die, The savages re- 
plied that they were not afraid ; that they 
were liable to die at any moment, and that 
they ini,i;ht as well go olf by an attack of 
measles as any thing else. They were then 
told that a change would be made in their 
situations here ; that places would be al- 
lotted for their residences: the tribes would 
be kept apart;. a pqll-ta.x levied on each per- 
son of so much a month, to support a police ; 
and that they must erect suitable houses on 
the reservatiohs, under the instructions of 
an Indian Agent; One of the Hyters com- 
plained that his people did not understand 
the Simpsean language; and addressed 
those of his tribe prcso it, saying that Gover- 
nor Douglas was telling the Simpsean and 
Tongas tribes to exterminate the Hyters. 
This fellow was very profuse in his lan- 
guage and gesticulations: but finding his 
words had no effect upon his people, indig- 
nantly withdrew. The (Jovernor went on to 
say that every Indian found drunk should 
be i!Uiiished ; if he stole he should be whip- 
ped; and that if a white man or Indian was 
killed, the perpetrator would be hung. A 
Tongas Indian present complained that their 
chief had been killed a short time since by 
" Captain John," of the Hyters, and stated 
that according to their usages, " Captain 
Ji±r. " tsast-bc !c4i!e<i is revenge. Ho was 
told that if he made complaint to Judge 
Pemberlon, a warrant would be issued lor 
'• Captain John's " arrest. The Tongas prom- 
ised 10 do so to-day ; and it is very probable 
warm times may ensue in case of an attempt 
to arrest this famous chief. The Tongas 
and Sirnpseans e.vpressed themselves well 
pleased with the regulations, and withdrew 
to their homes. The Hyter.^ are to visit the 
Governor at some future time for a " waw- 
waw." Let us see if the authorities will 
have the firmness to carry out these salutary 

laws. 

Death Under Suspkious Circum- 
stances. — .J. Henry Joliusnn, an old settler 
on thi.s Island, and forrneily engineer of the 
Beaver, died about lialf-p:ist ten o'clock on 
Thursday nigiit, under peculiar circuiii- 
.ilance.s. Il apjiears that .Mr. J., accom- 
panied by his wite, vi.-,iteij Tort Town.fend, 
a short time since, and remained there until 
Thusday morfling,„when,theytomb«rked on 
Ihe stearher Eliza Anderson for this place.

The SpCttkor'read messages from the Governor 
on the .following subiecta: AeknowIedKi.iK rccpii)t 
of resblutlbn of the Ylousc askmg for the reinoval 
of thejrorthern Irirlians, and proinisuig early at- 
tention to the matter: stiitinR thai lie hji.l huil the 
resolution of tlie Ikuise, asking; thil tht; doura of 
the Privy Cotuicil may be thrown ouen Vi tlie pnl)- 
lic, before llio Council ; advisin- the Ilonsc that 
the Oatlu Bill was in tlie hands of the (.oiiiicil ; 
and cominunicitinK' a dispaieli from the Homo 
Govcriinu'iit, in ivliich tlic Duke of Newcastle op- 
proved of His Ejicc lli-iicy's action la the matter of 
tlic Stump Rrant ; but statid that the grant is not 
to be for ntoro than 16,000 acres, and cannot bo

The Speaker also road a message in roiily to tlie 
r«aolution of the House iii(inii int.T »iiat corresiinn- 
donoc hni passed between the dep.Trlmeuts rcla- 
lipe to the passage of nionicH paid over to the 
I*nd Office during the seven months ending Dec., 
18fi9. The message staled that no corrcspondenct 
had taken plaec uii the subject. 

"A messnf^e was al^o received from biicei- 
lencv, in reply to II ouse resolution asking \vhnt 
sums had becii donnuidod from the Hudson Bay 
Company for colonial purp'ises, bv tlie Crovcrnor, 
during the months of April and May, 1859. From 
the mcs-iape, and accompanying correspondence, 
it appeared lliat two sums— one for $'0S, and the 
oilier for $-21— had been demanded from tlie Chief 
Taelor of 'the Company during those months, hut 
had been reluscd, on the ground that the obliga- 
tions of ilie Hudson Bay Company to the colony 
had ceased. . 

Mr. Tolmio's motion that a committee be appoint- 
ed to dranr up an address to Her Majeslj setting 
forth the posiiibn of- the inhabitants of this colony 
in regard to the jtndiaas, was adopted. 

House went into Committee on the bdl to im- 
prove the breed of live stock, Jlr. Franklin in the 
chair. The bill was passed by the Coiniiultee, and 
reported complete to the House. 

House then went into Cunnnittce on Mr. \\ ad- 
diiiBton's rosolutiDU to consider the propriety of 
aiiifiidinR the liciuor license law. 

Mr, W'aildingtou offered tho follownn;; I h.H 
ttie Comniitlec recommend to the House that a 
i)ill be brou-'ht in to amend or replace the present 
liiinor license law. 

Mr. Create offered an amendment as follows : 
That 'this House considers that it ig oxpediciit th.at 
the present liquor license law should be altered, 
as soon as the deficiency in tho revenue, that may 
bo anticipated from a reduction in oneof the duin s 
imposed by tho law, is otherwise provided for. 
A'dupted. , . ,. 1 

Th« Committee roso, and tlio House adjourned 
to Honday, 25ih inst, at 3 p. m.

Adulterated Iilqiiors. 

A short time ago we published a synopsis 
of a lecluie, delivered in New York city, 
" showing up" the immense anlount of adul- 
terated liquor sold in the States. Here is 
another article, bearing on the same subject 
which cbriiei down ' still heavier upon the 
deleterious mi.xtnres : 

Dr. Hiram Cu.\, the Cincinnati Inspector of 
Liquors, ha.s for the last week been lecinr- 
int' in I'hiladelphia on tho horrors of the 
trade in .strychnine whisky. This fjentle- 
man was appointed by the authorities of 
Cincinnati la dive into the ^^ro^ shops and 
liquor stores there, and to apply chemical 
tests to the liquor they hail on sale. 'J'liough 
hampered and opposed at every turn, yet he 
was not lo be thwarted. The revelations 
which follovveil his invesiisations >yere,p_er- 
fticlly asloniulin^', carryin;,' coiistertiation 
even anioiiyst the drunkards, and so dimin- 
ished the siili; of liquor, by proving; that; 
nineteeti-tweiiiieths of it was deadly poison, 
that numerous distil leries wore closed for 
want'of business, and the li(]uur dealers bo- 
soiiijht him to quit, ileclarin^' that he had 
cut ilown their sales SI, 000,000 per annum. 
He showed that most of the liquor sold in 
Ciiiciniiali was sold ■,'lily charged wilh deadly 
acids, that it immediately attacked and cor- 
rodeil a knife blade, and in some cases left 
on it a ooatinff of copper, as if deposited by 
a hatterv. In nearly 1.000 fjrog shops and 
stores where he applied the letii, ho found 
the liquors ad iillerated with poisonous iuyre- 
dicnts. He mentions a .-•core of young men 
who have been sent to their [graves by less 
than three months' drinking uf this poison. 
Older men have been killed olf by dozens 
in the same way. Two-thirds of all th'eiin- 
sane cases in Cincinnati proceed from the 
same cause, many of the being boys under 
19 years of a^e. One of them became in- 
curably insane by a sinale debauch on this 
adulterated stuff. Much of the liquor in- 
speoted contained only 17 per cent, of alco- 
hol, when it .shonld have cunlaiued 40; the 
rest beiiiy rHpreseiiled by sulphuric acid, 
nitric and prns,~ic. acid, nitric ether, fusil oil, 
MUX vomica, (In inea pepper, and other pun- 
t:enl poisons to give it' strength. These 
compounds Dr. Co.\ pionounced so deadly 
that a single pint was suliieieiit localise 
death. The venders were accord iiigly pros- 
ecuted, punished, and their dodgeries closed. 
The vety few who were found to be selling 
good liquor, were allowed lo continue, but 
The effect of these; wjiolesale exposures on 
the traffic was inbst" salutary. Thousands 
immediately q'lit driidcing on learning that 
nothing but poison was ilealt out to ihetn. 
Other cities need purification as much as 
Cincinnati, 08 there are tens and hundreds 
of thousands of doggeries in this uountry in 
which the same i-ot-gut compounds are sold. 

AcuR.w.vTKO roLVGAMV.— John Iverson 
was recently arretted and imprisoned at the 
South lor agytavateil jiolyyamy ; he had 
thirteen wives. The daughter of the jailor, 
whoso hosplialiiy this insatiable polygamlsi 
was enjoying while awaiting trial, believed 
him innocent, pitied him, loved hirr, opened 
the prison doors, fled with him, and became 
his fourteenth wife. After eight days of 
domestic bliss ibe husband disappeared, 
anti left neither trace nor money behind. A 
reward was offered for his capture. A de- 
scription of his fii>cimitin,u' person was circu- 
lated, and h'! was rcc( oiii/.ed in a village 
tavern by a man wlm thought of ihrt rewani 
offered, and set about preparing his toils for 
the vieiini. In order to instil confidence 
inio hi-i breast, Iin made his acquaintance, 
invited liim to li is mansion, and then wont 
off to procure h-'al as-i^lanoe, Wlien he 
returned Ins home was .lesertcd alike by his 
intended prev ami his own wile, whom Iver- 
son led astray. A wretched man suggests 
lhat a proper," thougii a terribly severe pun- 
ishment would be to compel this polygamist 
to live with his fifteen wives at once.
